EW YORK, Nov. 24.—The New 
N Stock Exchange will re- 

open next Saturday for restricted 
dealings in the several classes of 
bonds which are formally listed and 
approved by that institution and 
which run into hundreds of millions 
of dollars. 

The decision to resume operations 
‘n this tentative way was reached to- 
jay at a largely attended meeting of 
the Governing Committee and is the 
outcome of many weeks of agitation 
on the part of a majority of the ex- 
change members. 

In the formal statement announc- 
ing the resumption, it is specifically 
declared that all dealings are to be 
under the supervision of the special 
committee of five, which has exercised 
absolute authority over the affairs of 
the exchange since July 30, last, the 
day of its suspension. 

It is furthermore prescribed that 
all transactions are to be for cash, 
thus precluding virtually every ele- 
ment of speculation of marginal trad- 
ing. Also, there can be no trading 
below the minimum prices authorized 
by the committee time to time. 
Any infraction of these regulations 
will, it is understood, bring immedi- 
ate punishment upon the offender. © 

While the trading will partake of 
an open character, in that ft will be 
done the fcor,” quotations will 
not be transmitted to the ticker serv- 
ice, but prices will be issued at stated 
times during the day. This will be 
a surprise to may members who ex- 
pected a broader and freer market. 
The question of quoting “bid and 
asked” prices of bonds hot actually 
sold is yet to be determined. 

There were rumors that a “money 
pool” amounting to many millions of 
dollars might be organized to take 
care of such firms or- individuals as 
may need financial assistance under 
the proposed reopening. No such 
movement is contemplated, so far as 
could be learned, but it is an accepted 
fact that any member of the exchange 
requiring financial assistance will re- 
accommodations 


In point of fact, Wall street regards 
the actions of the exchange as a sen- 
timental, rather than an actual factor 
towards the restoration of normal 
conditions. 

There is naturally much conjecture 
as to the extent of any liquidating 
movement, but bankers who have all 
along favored the reopening of the 
bond market believe that all offerings 
will be readily absorbed. So far as is 
possible, every effert will be made to 
minimize foreign selling, though it 
is not clear how this can be done. 

FORMAL STATEMENT. 


The formal statement of the govern- 
ing committee follows: 

“The special committee of five 
rules that so much of rule No. 21 as 
applies to dealings in listed bonds 
through the clearinghouse be re- 
scinded, to take effect at the close of 
business on Friday, November 27, 
1914. 


“Beginning on Saturday, November 


28, 1914, dealings in bonds listed on 
the exchange will be permitted on the 
floor of the exchange between the 
hours of 10 and 3 o’clock each day, 
except Saturday, when dealings shall 
close at 12 o’clock noon. 

“Such dealings to be under the su- 
pervision and regulation of the com- 
mittee and to be for ‘cash or regular 
way’ only and not below the minimum 
prices as authorized by the committee 
from time to time. 

“Transactions at prices other than 
those allowed by the committee, or in 
evasion of the committee’s rules, are 
prohibited. 

“All the rules of the exchange gov- 
erning delivery and default on con- 
tracts covered by this resolution shal] 
be in force on and after Saturday, 
November 28, 1914, but the closing of 
contracts ‘under the rule’ shall be 
subject to the foregoing provisions.” 

IN THE STREET. 3 

The decision of the stock exchange 
to reopen overshadowed all other de- 
velopments in the financial district 
todxy. The movement gathers more 
than ordinary importance, because of 
the fact that it had the approval of 
che moremost banking interests, 
which, it was understood, were ready 
to give more than their moral sup- 
port to the resumption of operations 
in this important branch of the se- 
curities market.

FUNERAL SHIP iN PORT 


_cisco Harbor—Heroism of Crew Praised by Passengers 
on Board the Schooner—T wo Women Fight Desper- 
ately to Save Laughing Baby Boy from Breakers. 


AN FRANCISCO, Nov. 24.—With 
S flag at half-mast and with fifteen 

bodies—three of them women— 
covered by tarpaulin upon her decks, 
the revenue cutter McCulloch com- 
pleted a melancholy journey from the 
scene of the wreck of the Hanalei to 
this port at noon today. 

In the cabins, receiving the minis- 
trations of nurses and doctors, were 
the survivors, racked by pain, expo- 
sure and erief, while awaiting her ar- 
rival on the wharf in intense hopeful- 
i ness stood a crowd of friends and rel- 
atives of those who died in the sea off 
Duxbury Reef—and of the survivors. 

Hysteria was noticeable only by its 
absence. The work of removing dead 
and alive from the rescue shif went 
on with dispatch, even the grief when 
a dtar one was identified among the 
dead being of the restrained, pre- 
pared sort. 

Of the living, those suffering from 
exposure and bruises were hurried to 
hospitals. Thence many went to 
their hornes, or those of friends. The 
‘dead were taken to the morgue. 

That Capt. Carey of the ill-fated ves- 
sel and his crew were manly in the 
face of disaster was the gist of each 
of the survivors’ stories. J. F. Mason 
of San Francisco, who was among the 
| passengers who escaped death, said: 

“Every member of the crew 4is de- 
serving of a medal. When it became 
known that we were doomed, each

picked out a woman to rescue. Most 
of the women owe their lives to the 
heroism of Capt. Carey and his crew.” 


The hopeless fight of two- women 
to save the life of an infant was told 
by Miss Celina La Rue, who struggled 
through the night with Mrs. Valentine 
Franz to protect her baby boy from 
the death which overtook it at dawn 
today. 

“As the waves broke over us the 
brave little fellow would always 
emerge laughing,” said Miss La Rue. 
“He wouid clasp his mother about the 
neck and hug and kiss her. For a 
while the mother lost consciousness 
and I cared for the baby. 


“My last remembrance is of seeing 
Mrs. Franz grasp the clothing of her 
baby with her teeth. en some 
wreekage struck us and we slipped 
from the suppert we had. The baby 
disappeared then.” 

According to several of the rescued 
passengers, J. Kennedy, a member of 
the Hanalei’s engine-room force, saved 
two lives, the last at the cost of his 
own. Having restored one sinking 
woman to a piece of wreckage from 
which she had slipped, Kennedy again 
left his oWn support and swam several 
yards away to another woman in. peril 
He succeeded in swimming with her 
to-a place of temporary safety, but 
was caught by a huge wave and 
dashed to death before he could -gain 
a hold for himself.

Patriarch of Venice; Foe of Im- 
modest Dress and the Tango, Passes 
Away in Italy. 
[BY A P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

PARIS, Nov. 24.—A dispatch to the 
Havas agency from Venice, says that 
Cardinal Aristides Cavallari, patri- 
arch of Venice, died today. 


Cardinal Cavallari was born at 
Chioggia in 1849, and was raised to 
the cardinalate in 1907. He was noted 
for his simple piety. On various oc- 
casions he expressed himself against 
the immodest dress of women and 
once, is said to have stopped a church 
service in order to make a woman 
worshipper cover her open-work shirt- 
waist. 

In January of this year, Cardinal 
Cavallari issued an episcopal letter 
strongly condemning the tango dance, 
declaring that “only those persons 
who have lost all moral sense can en- 
dure it." He ordered all the ecclesias- 
tics to deny absolution to those who, 
having danced the tango, did not 
promise to discontinue the practice.

Antwerp Town Councillors 
Appeal for Relief.

American Commission Asks 
for More Supplies. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] 

LONDON, Nov. 24.—The American 
commission for relief in Belgium is- 
sued today the following statement: 

“With regard to a statement pub- 
lished in America and credited to Gen. 
Von Frankenberg, Governor of Ant- 
werp, to the effect that if America 
had not been so kind-hearted as to 
send foodstuffs to Belgium, the Ger- 
mans themselves would have consid- 
ered it their duty to bring food from 
Germany, we cannot conceive that the 
German Governor of Antwerp ever 
autho ized such a statement and are 
incline! to believe that the report is 
unfounded. : 

“The following cities through their 
representatives have made repeated 
appeals to the German representatives 
in Antwerp for food: Malines, Lierre, 
Willebroeck, Boom, Duffel, Torhagen, 
St. Nicolas, Coutich and Wahlen. They 
were refused. 

“Last Friday two Town Councillors 
of Antwerp came to our headquarters 
in Rotterdam and stated that they 
had been released by the German au 
thorities under bond of 5,000,000 
francs ($1,000,000) to obtain help for 
the destitute of Antwerp, and upon 
their urgent representation we sent 
540 tons of supplies to Antwerp. 

“The provinces of Limbourg and 
Luxembourg, adjoining the German 
frontier, have made.repeated appeals 
to the Germans for the right to buy 
food in Germany and import it Into 
Belgium, and have been consistently 
refused. On the minor question of 
salt alone, of which there is an abund- 
ant supply in Germany, the privilege 
of importation was refused and we 
have had to send salt from the Brit- 
ish Isles. 

“These are only a few of the in- 
stances which make it impossible for 
us to believe that any such statement 
as the one referred to was author- 
ized by a responsible German official. 
The first and most natural inquiry we 
made when we were asked to under- 
take the work of relief was: ‘Why do 


the Germans not supply the civil pop- 


ulation with food?’ And it was not

As regards the re- 
port that no one is starving in Bel- 
gium, the official statements of the 
Spanish and American Ministers in 
Brussels, the appeal of Cardinal Mer- 
cier, and the daily detailed accounts 
from every source of widespread suf- 
fering prove that such a report is 
cruelly false, and that there are con- 
siderably over a million and a half 
persons dependent on the soup kitch- 
ens at the present moment is in itself 
sufficient evidence.”

NEW YORK, Nov. 24.—Fritz Kre'e- 
ler on Austrian violinist of note, who 
served as a lieutenant in the Third 
Kratz Regiment and was wounded in.

SETBACK TO CIVILIZATION. | 


In Parts of Belgium the People are 
Stealing and Plundcring to Get Nec- 
essaries of Life.

BRUGES (Belgium) Nov. 24 (via 
The Hague and London.) In some as- 
pects civilization haés been set back 
several centuries by the war in parts 
of Belgium. Conditions in Bruges 
and the surrounding region are so un- 
satisfactory that the entire country- 
side seems likely to return to a state 
resembling the period of the religious 
wars in the aixteenth century, when 
the famishing population resorted to 
stealing, plundering and smuggling. 
Such occurrences are being report- 
ed now along the Dutch frontier. They 
have led to sanguinary fights between 
Belgian smugglers and German sol- 
diers and Dutch frontier guards. Law- 
less elements of the population are 
raiding farms, killing or wounding the 
2,ecupants and stealing their posses- 
aions. 
. The Germans are doing whatever 
they can to preserve order. Marauders 
are pursued relentlessly. In cities like 
Antwerp, prices of the necessaries of 
life have risen gréatly. The German 
authorities, while refraining from the 
imposition of direct taxation, demand 
large sums from the people through 
a complicated system of stamp taxes. 
i These taxes are imposed for infrac- 
tion of any one of the many  0»petty 
rules which have been made. All of 
the Austrian troops who were en- 
gaged s0 actively in the operations 
against Antwerp have disappeared.

WRECK IS DUE 
TO ENEFFICIENCY.

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 24.—Utter- 
ly inadequate protection of commerce 
on the Pacific Coast, emphasized two 
days ago by Secretary of Commerce 
Redfield as having caused the drown-

Darkness 
fell before they arrived, and impeded 
their work until] a score of persons 
went to their death in a quiet sea and 
under conditions favorable to rescue. 
“I shall telegraph to Washington to 
ask that apparatus be supplied at 
Bolinas before another week,’ said 
the captain. «‘I want to see it there 
before there is another wreck on Dux- 
bury reef. We can't afford to wait 
for an investigation into this one.”

REMARKABLE EXPLOITS 
BY INDIAN TROOPS, 
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Although They Suffer from the 
Cold it has Apparently not In- 
jured Their Health Seriously. 
Quick-witted Soldier Fools Ger- 
mans and Spends Luxurious Night. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A, P.] 
LONDON, Nov. 26.—The life of the 
Indian troops in the trenches is de- 
scribed in a bulletin from the front 
which was issued by the official press 
bureau tonight. 

“Nothing sensational has happened 
in the Indian lines,” says the bulletin. 
“There has been trenching, counter- 
trenching and a good deal of hand-to- 
hand fighting, but no Gurkha regi- 
ment has penetrated behind the Ger- 
man lines and blown up a power 


magazine.” 

The report says that the Germans 
have not attacked the Gurkha 
trenches as desperately as they have 
the other parts of the line, and have 
been repelled without difficulty. When 
the Germans have captured an in- 
dian trench, invariably it has been re- 
captured, usually at night with the 
bayonet. Despite the cold weather the 
health of the Indians is better than 
that of the white soldiers who ac- 
companied them from India. While 
feeling the hardships of the trenches 
acutely, they have not complained. 
The officers of the Indians are ex- 
traordinarily well informed regarding 
the war. In describing German at- 
tempts to seduce the Indians, the re- 
ort says that the operator of a Taube 
aeroplane threw down over the 
trenches many leaflets bearing the an- 
nouncement by a German professor 
that Sheik-ul-Islam had proclaimed a 
holy war. All the leaflets fell into the 
hands of white soldiers, who were puz- 
zled by them. 

Two Indians were creeping towards 
a German trench on a scouting ex- 
pedition one night when a searchlight 
was thrown upon one of them.

(OUNTERFEITER 
RIPE IN YEARS. 


AT SEVENTY-ONE CONFESSES TO 
MAKING BAD COIN, 


Arrested on Suspicion When He 
Attempted to Pass Bogus Dollar, 
He Breaks. Down After Parapher- 


Bent and tottering from old age, 
having passed his seventy-first mile- 
stone, James Elwood Ketner present- 
ed a pitiful picture late yesterday aft- 
ernoon when he was led to a cell in 


the County Jail and locked up on a 
charge of making and placing in cir- 
culation counterfeit money. Caught 
red-handed, the old man _ confessed, 
and he will be arraigned this morn- 
ing before Commissioner Williams. 

Special Agent Hazen of the United 
States Treasury Department gathered 
the evidence against Ketner, after he 
had been arrested on suspicion by 
Patrolman Luth, and declared iast 
night that the old man is one of the 
smoothest and most dangerous coun- 
terfeiters ever captured here. Mr. 
Hazen based his statement on the fact 
that Ketner’s age was in his favor in 
passing the coins, few people looking 
upon aman who has reached the 
thrée score and ten mark with sus- 
picion, and also that the money he 
made is an almost perfect reproduc- 
tion of the genuine. 

Ketner’s undoing followed his at- 
tempt to pass one of his spurious dol- 
lars yesterday morning at a cigar store 
on East Second street run by a Jap- 
anese. He bought a 5-cent smoke and 
proffered a coin. The Japanese did 
not like the sound it made upon strik- 
ing the counter and pushed it back. 
Ketner did not argue the question, 
merely substituting a legitimate dol- 
lar, securing his change and depart- 
ing. An American standing bv when 
the transaction Was made, reported it 
to Patrolman Luth, who placed Ket- 
ner under arrest. _ 

Mr. Hazen was notified” and after 
taking Ketner to the County Jail, 
made a thorough search of his cloth- 
ing. In the old man’s pockets he 
found about $18 in small change, 
nickels and dimes predominating, a 
few legitimate silver dollars, one 
counterfeit and, in the lining of his 
trousers, a $20 gold piece. 

Ketner was unable to give a rea- 
sonable excuse for carrying so much 
small change and declared he did not 
know how he came to have the coun- 
terfeit coin in his pocket. His story 
and other circumstances were so over- 
whelmingly against him that Detec- 
tive Hazen decided to make a further 
investigation and after learning that 
Ketner was rooming at the Miller Ho- 
tel, No. 230 South Main street, went 
to search his quarters. 

In the old man’s room was- found 
a complete outfit for the manufac- 
ture of counterfeit coins. The para- 
phernalia was hidden in a trupk. It

SAY PRECAUTIONS TAKEN. 


On the other hand, representatives 
of the Bradbury estate, owner of the 
property, said the elevator was 
equipped with every reasonable safe- 
guard and was regulariy and officially 
inspected. The cable which parted 
had been in use but four months, ac- 
cording to Donald Gallagher, attorney 
for the estate. 

“The city ordinance says we shall 
inspect each etevatur twice a year,” 
W. H. Carter, Boiler and Elevator In- 
Spector, said yesterday. “They should 
be inspected oftener. The newness of 
a cable is no assurance of its strength. 
I have condemned them three months 
after installation. Cables when new 
have a tensile strength six times the 
weight they are supposed to carry. 
That in the Tajo building was lim- 
ited to 2000 pounds. Twenty-one pas- 
sengers were carried, showing it was 
overloaded at least 60 per cent.” 

George Frank, janitor of the build- 
ing, who operated the car, said ebul- 
lient students piled into the car de- 
spite his objection. x 

“They came whooping and pushed 
in,” he said yesterday in the HReceiv-. 
ing Hospital. “I told them I had 
plenty, but they cried, "Always room 
for one tnore,’ and would not leave.” 

The elevator took on the students 
at the fourth floor. The door was 
closed, Operator Frank put on pow- 
er, and the car started down. 

“I'm on my way to Mandalay,” one 
student began siuging, but the sung 
broke off simultaneously with a pop- 
ping report overhead. One of the 
three-quarter-inch cables had snappeu. 
The car was slightly tilted and tne 
friction on the side slides sent shua- 
der-like vibrations through it.

The next instant the second cable 
parted, the car righted and with in- 
creasing momentum plunged down- 
ward. The shrieks from the car were 
heard by pedestrians across the street.

The patrolman was notified 
that two men left a large gray car 
which was running without lights or 
numbers, and wete hiding in-a clump 
of trees, by Joe and Louis Nikrent, 
the speed drivers, Driving to the 
acene in the Nikrent car, Patrolman 
Weichmann almost at once flushed 
the two men and the battle started. 
A dozen shots were exchanged, but 
the bandits escaped. The gray car 
was later seen at West Adams street 
and Gramercy place, but again dis- 
appeared. 

As the note indicates one of the 
bandits is wounded, a close watch will 
be kept on all hospitals and doctors’ 
offices to see if any one received 
treatment for a bullet wound in the 
right arm.

FUTURE OF ALASKA. 

Gov. Strong of Alaska, in his recent 
annual report, calls attention to the fact 
that Finland in 1912 had 3,084,628 head of 
live stock and produced 388,755 tons of oats, 
337,991 tons of rye, 113,907 tons of barley, 
12,237 tons of butter, 1551 tons of milk and 
cream and 1011 tons of cheese. During the 
same year the country put forth 2,541,524,000 
feet of lumber, manufactured 365,020 tons of 
pulp and paper, and packed 23,045 tons of 
fish 


Finland has 2444 miles of railway and 
$34,685,000 of public bonded indebtedness. It 
is equa] in area to only one-fourth of Alaska, 
extends from 60 degrees nerth latitude, 
which is the latitude of Cordova, to a point 
nearly in the latitude of Point Barrow, and 
contains more than one million people. 

Alaska and Finland are subject. to almost 
identical climatic conditions, except that the 
coast country in Alaska has a much milder 
climate, resembling that of Scotland and 
the north of Dngland. 

‘The fish output of Alaska fn 1913 was of 
the value of $15,739,068, and its yield of 
gold, silver, copper and lead was $19,470,336. 
Sealing, fox farming, reindeer raising and 
other industries make up a total volume of 
merchandise shipments for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1914, of $61,076,692. 

Gov. Strong has a very high opinion of 
the value of the kelp that grows ip Alaskan 
waters. He thinks it can easily be made to 
furnish a supply of potash for fertilizing pur 
poses that wit take the place of the potash 
imported into the United States from Ger- 
many. He says in his report: 

“It may not be inappropriate to dis-

ash from kelp, as the United States has 
depended hitherto upon Germany for Its 
principal supply of this article.

It is stated on re- 
liable authority that {f the public kelp 
groves w carefully and skillfully hus- 
banded they would approximate or per- 
haps surpass in importance and value 
the famous Stassfurt potash mines of 
Germany. It is alleged that these kelp 
forests can be cut twice during the sea- 
gon, and that they are extensive enou 
to yield 6,000,000 tons of potash ch 
ride with values at present prices well 
over $240,000,000. These figures may be 
extravagant, but at any rate they will 
serve to convey some idea of the great |

The Hollywood Water Puzzic. 

HOLLYWOOD, Nov. 24.—{To the 
Editor of The Times:] Efficiency Di- 
rector Burks is challenged to dupll- 
cate the efficiency of the Los Angeles 
city water department, and to show 
another opportunity equal to that now 
presented to the Hollywood water 
users. 

We are paying nine times as much 
for Hollywood water as the city cost 
bill to operate, maintain and deliver 
an equal amount of water, on a 1600- 
foot monthly bill. | 

Do not misunderstand: this fs de- 
livery cost and does not include con- 
struction or the aqueduct. 

At the city price of less than half 
the Hollywood rate, the taxpayers 
have not been called upon to meet 
waterworks bonds or extensions. 

Are the water users of the Union 
Hollywood district willing to take wa- 
ter at city rates without taxing their 
property? It can’ be done. We can 
demand the use for our benefit of the 
marvelous efficiency of the city water 
department. 

It costs the city only 23 per cent. 
of the city rate to operate and main- 
tain the city waterworks. Were we 
now getting city rates; in the next 
six-year period we would pay one 
million for water at a profit to the 
city of $750,000. But if the Union 
Hollywood Water Company can main- 
tain the present rate, in that period 
we will pay for the same amount of 
water over two millions. a total loss 
to the public of one and three-quar- 
ter millions on what could be supplied 
by the city at a cost of one-ninth as 
much. 

If we do not buy the plant, it wil! 
cost a loss of so much of the one and 
three-quarter millions as it will take 
time to bulld a new system, besides 
the destruction of streets, and the 
present system will be practically 
thrown away and the investment lost 
to all concerned. In addition, our 
property will. be taxed for the new 
plant with all the expenses and waste 
brought about under the “Vrooman” 
Act, or other cumbrous law. 

For direct action the use of the 
water department instead of the 
“Vrooman”™ Act is complete, rapid and 
economical] and recourse to a special 
tax, where assesements are collected 
by money lenders with court costs and 
attorneys’ fees, is not to be tolerated. 

A properly-appraised plant is worth 
its depreciated appraisement value, 
just as a new plant is worth its new 
value, and the cost is comparatively 
the same. 

Each passing month adds thousands 
of dollars to the loss incurred by ine 
action. 

~What ts the fational conclusion’ It 
is that we must take over this going 
concern, for the saving is so great 
that we can afford to take it over and 
throw it away in eix years, and then 
have saved a million dollars in our 
water rates, or a hundred dollars 
aplece for 10,000 water users saved in 
cash. But in addition, we will have 
the plant. worth just as much to us 
as it would be to the company, and 
this time the city at large 
would benefit by electric energy de- 
veloped by our use of the aqueduct 
water. 

A way can be found to meet on 
common ground, to put in operation 
a payment plan by which the purchase 
may be made, the water users relieved 
from a Vrooman tax on their lots, and 
replacement made as actually, not 
theoretically needed, and a property 
of great value made use of to the 
benefit of all, instead of destroying 
the investment, and paying dearly for 


such destruction.

WANT MORE COURTS.

The coming - Legislature will be 
asked to create two additional police 
courts in Los Angeles, according to 
a Gecision made yesterday by the Po- 
lice Commission. One of the new 
eourts is to be a night court, if the 
Plans carry. Chief Sebastian and

Newly-di Evidence Prom- 
ises to be a Feature of New Trial.

Mrs. Louise R. Hayward'’s $100,- 
000 alienation of affection suit against 
Dr. Henderson Hayward, her father- 
in-law, his son, Thomas F. Hayward, | 
and his daughter, Mrs. Laura Ayres, 
will be re-tried. The defendants’ mo- 
tion for a new trial, which was ar- 


gued some time ago, was granted by 
Judge Houser yesterday.

They came to Los Angeles the 
following October. Prior to that, she 
said, she had not known her hnos- 
band’s parents. Two days after she 
arrived here, she met Mrs. Ayres at 
the Alexandria. The Tisit was a short 
one and resulted in Mrs. Hayward 
calling on Mrs. Ayres at her home. 

The conversation was allowed by 
the court on the understanding that it 
bound Mrs. Ayres only. Mrs. Hay- 
ward testified that Mrs. Ayres asked:

Suits were. filed in the United
